It's my most 
popular catch--15 times in the past 2 years. Well, after see- 
ing that, I was hooked. I await May every year for the offi- 
cial Bs season to begin. But as Gary Walczak said in the May VUD, we Southern DX hounds 
catch it early."

"Now for my explanation of my earlier statement. I have never seen a tropo as of yet, and 
I have no idea why. I am very unhappy that I cannot enjoy trops. My antennas are a CM 
1160 Quantum with an amp of unknown origin, and an Archer U-120 placed below it on the 
mast on top of the roof. The house sits on the side of a hill. The CM stands at 34' AGL 
and the U-120 at 30' AGL. The house sits at 1419' (ASL) which is fairly high for the 
Tri-Cities area, The TV is a Zenith 19" K1960W from about 1978, I also use a tiny Pana- 
sonic B & Wand a 13" Zenith S2905Wi1 from about 1974." 


"My questions are: (1)What is the problem? Is it having the UHF only 30' AG? I figure 

my overall elevation is OK since I have an excellent view in all directions. (Ah, but 

a glance at a map shows many mountains in the 2000-6000" range lie in almost every dir- 
ection from Kingsport--jfc). (2)Is it the antenna? This was the most expensive UHF model 
and it does claim reception of 120 miles. (Those figures the antenna manufacturers quote 
are for ideal conditions with flat terrain, Like automobile gas mileage figures, they 
should be used for comparison only--jfc). Should the U-120 be above the CM and’ stand at 
34°? Or did I buy the wrong antenna? (Although most DXers tend to mount a UHF antenna 
above a VHF, I'm not sure it'll make a lot of difference in your case--jfc). (3)Can a 
B&W TV pick up any trops at all by itself? I know it can for Es. (I think you mean 

on indoor antennas, right? Trops possibilities are very limited without outdoor antennas 
~-jfc). The only things I can call tropo are WOAY-4 and WUNC-4, but that is VHF. I have 
never seen a real UHF tropo. The UHFs I get are: WUNE-17, WKPT-19, WHNS-21, xltr of WETO 
on 24 (not listed--probably an image--jfe), WNSC-30, WUNF-33, WFCQ-36, WETO-39, WIVI-42, 
WSBN-47, and WMSY-52. Occasionally I receive WCCB-18, WIVK-26 and WKCH-43, but not often. 


(I think you're just not in a very good tropo location, Matt. However, you certainly seem 
to clean up on E-skip! E-skip comes in at higher angles than tropo, and can get into those 
valleys. Maybe you could try watching for a little MS in the off-months for something 
different.-~jfc)

Readers’ Reports and FM News 


Stations like WBUS Newnan GA may get a boost from 
arecent FCC plan to scrap the current system of FM station 
classes. Thus, a class A station could increase its power above 
3 kw, and only have to worry about any interference caused 
to area stations—not about having to adhere to any power 
maximum. The FCC proposed allowing any class of station 
on any channel; FCC was soliciting coments on Docket MM 
86-144 in June; I'll let you know of any action on this. 

A “concise history of Muzak” was sent in by Dave 
Alpert, saying “Muzak makes concessions to current trends: 
Funk guitars now cut in on certain numbers, clarinets don’t. 
Strings are out, replaced by keyboards and synthesizers.” 
Article does not discuss Muzak’s new foreground service. 
Dave is one of many who wrote his appreciation of the new 
“FM Atlas.” 

From “SCA: Radio Subcarrier Report” is news that 
NH will use SCA to war of nuclear disasters, through the 
Blaupunkt-ARI system at WOKQ 97 5 “a 50,000 watt station 
that blankets the state.” 

“Some of the nonIDs in the June VUD seem highly 
questionable, especially those claimed for Savannah 
GA 2 ob daha othiile, fe whded candies Yesterday I listened to 
WICL-FM 96.5 for 45 minutes and never heard ‘}CL-FM’ or 
any other nonID,” writes Nick Lombardi. So eliminate the 
nonID from WJCL-FM; however, what I wrote for WZAT 
102.1 is still true, although they alternate that with other 
nonIDs. Waldo Bishop points out that the “slogan you hear 
depends upon the DJ on duty,” and he claims this is true for 
all stations, not just WZAT, which has other slogans: “Coastal 
Empire,” “Hit Radio,” “Z-102,” “Power Hits,” as well as 
“Hot Rocking Flame Throwing.” 

Nick wrote a long critique of the new “Atlas,” and Ill 
try to hit upon the high spots. He likes the new maps, but 
thinks the Canadian one on pp. 88-89 overly cluttered, 
crowded and confused. He sees no merit in splitting Maryland 
and grouping WV with that state instead of with VA; and 
wishes HI were not jammed so close to BC. He wants the ‘-” 
suffix brought back to Part II, and misses the secondary 
coverages, but says: “‘Now that the band has gotten so 
congest -2d, it’s no longer reasonable to expect reliable, 
interference-free reception over long distances. like the way 
you show 67/92 kHz SCA, but am sorry you elected not to 
use the new categories (splitting up data into X, Y, Z, and 
assigning a different code to rock foreground music versus 
regular background music ) I’m glad you still show ‘unknown 
format’ SCA stations; there are still 127 of them in the 10th 
Cd iLON eis coord «pub er a fe aM Eh Re Rela dma oa EE iy 

Nick doesn’t appreciate the opening essay, and says I 

m “supposed to be writing about FM, not taking 
self-indulgent potshots at something else . What's this about a 
proposed FM radio newsletter? I’ve been a member since 
1973, and I think the April VUD is the ONLY one which has 
not contained your column. Jt would be interesting to know 
when the WIFDA started, and when your column commenc- 
ed. The slick, heavy-duty cover on this edition’s Atlas is a 
welcome return to quality from the cheap, paper bag-like 
material used last time,” although Nick doesn’t like the light 
printing, the poor lining in the book, etc. I sent several pages 
of proofs back because of poor reproduction of lines, and this 
cost me about $48 more printing expense. A new printer was 
used, Imperial, St. Joseph MI, and if I use them again I'll have 
to learn to give them darker and more prominent lines on my 
artwork. 

Waldo Bishop called WJXR 92.1 Macclenny Fl and 
learned they changed their call letters to that “about a year 
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ago,” and they are country. Another slogan for WJIS *88.1 
Bradenton FL is “Joy in Serving,” and it has jazz at 11 p.m. 
nightly, which is unusual for a Jesus station; does it have 
stereo? An article he sent from a college student in the local 
paper decried lack of a real rock radio station in Tallahassee, 
and he wishes there were an “Album-88,” like in Atlanta. 
WVVS Valdosta is to increase power and may be a factor in 
the market; the writer claimed it will be “V-89,” but I show 
it as 90.9, which would make it more like “V-91.” Waldo sent 
a colorful ad for No. | in the market, WANM 1070 radiv. The 
AM dial position is in small print and emblazoned across the 
bottom of the ad in large letters “cable 107 FM,” so there is 
a 10-kw AM station that apparently thinks more of being on 
FM cable than on AM! 

Keith Pugh heard WSSH 99.5 Lowell MA and it 
sounded like a b format to him, with the announcer saying 
“Boston’s Wish.” I’d like anyone in the area to check out 
WSSH’s format and see if they are using the BW slogan as a 
nonID. “T enjoyed all the editorial content in the new book,” 
writes Keith. 

Advance word on a possible format and calls change at 
WUME-FM 95.3 Paoli IN, with Ted Fleischaker, “the new 
programmer,” saying they will go b and drop r for sure. 
NonID expected to be “EZ-95”,, 

A guy who may be even more anti-AM than J am is 
Walter Kowalczyk, who writes: “The broadcast magazines 
are just filled with articles on the plight of AM radio and how 
it must and shail be improved. I anxiously await these to see 
if someone, anywhere, is going to speak out against AM. 
Reading such articles both angered and amuses me—anger to 
see such effort being made to ‘improve’ a system that was 
shown to be unimprovable in the "30s, when the effort ought 
to be directed at improving the radio (FM) art instead; and 
amusement to think there are ‘high class’ people so decleived 
to think AM is on par with FM. They even used the argument, 
‘remember that AM is radio’, which was applied by its 
proponents to FM years ago when it wasn't doing so 
well. . Perhaps we should all tearn Morse Code, and get a few 
spark transmitters back on the air—for this was truly the root 
of radio! While we’re at it, let’s bring back the Model T Ford, 
ice boxes and icemen to deliver ice for them, etc.” 

With a different viewpoint, here’s Glenn Hauser: “I 
can’t understand why you think it’s necessary to keep 
bashing AM. You act as if any remaining AM station poses a 
threat to FM. You can’t generalize about AM being 
worthless—I'll listen to FM, AM, or SW of course, depending 
on what’s being modulated!. St. Pete Times May 24 Religion 
section has big story on WBVM (Blessed Virgin Mother), ‘The 
Voice of Mary’, new station on 90.5, directional to protect 
Orlando 90.7 and a Lakeland station; also one in Haines City, 
100 kw, sign on set for 6 a. m. the following Monday. Is only 
the fourth Catholic O&O station in U. S., transmitter 
site=channel 13 tower in Riverview.” Format 50% music, 
50% talk. [I'd like to know type of music they play and 
if they have stereo—b.e.] Glenn is leaving for Montserrat, and 
will check on ZGM! 

Two New Yorkers respond to the comment that WEZN 
99.9 Bridgeport CT be included in the NY FM dial chart. 
Ricnard E. Berg-Andersson says it may depend on how high 
up in a building you live before you get WEZN well. “Here, on 
the ground floor of a 2-family house in QueensWEZN comes 
in about as well as WOHA 105.5 Dover NJ on” most radios, 
but not as good on two others. ‘Bridgeport is considered part 
of the metro New York tri-state area, however,” but he finds 
that adjustment of the antenna for best reception of WEZN 
was more critical than for WDHA. With WRFM becoming 
WNSR 105.1, he wonders if the suburban stations might take 
up the slack, particularly stations like WRTN (nostalgia) New 
Rochelle, WHUD 100.7 Peekskill or WKJY 98.3 Hempstead. 

Max Engel, who ‘commends’ me on ‘the excellent job” 
I did in preparing the new FM Atlas, agrees you have to draw 
the line somewhere and says “I wish to point out that other 
Stations such as WK XW 101.5 Trenton NJ, are also heard 
here... Speaking of WKXW, which IDs as ‘Megastation Kix 
101%”, they never include the location of the station in the 
LD. I listened to WK XW for an hour each morning and an 
hour each evening driving to and from work. At no time is the 
city or town location given with the ID. I am going to write to 
them about this. . Hoping to meet you and other members of 
WTFDA at the convention in Jamestown. Lots of luck in 
your new home.” 

Tracy Wood sent an article on the dedication of WFGG 
*88.3 Fort Gordon GA, and how the FCC has sanctioned it. 
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It isan army educational station, fully qualified to operate in 
the 88-92 part of the band reserved for education, and the 
first in the nation to use these frequencies at an army training 
facility. Power is back up to 50 watts, temporarily, and a 
100-watt unit is on order, and he'd like to see translators 
listed by call in the Atlas, but does not say he wants the call 
numbers of the translators given, or a listing of translators by 
callsof the primary station. Emie Cooper, while ordering his 
FM Atlases, said “we now have an FM section in DX News 
(the National Radio Club) - I’m its editor!” Congrats, and I 
hope your column is successful! Greg Hardison, at ABC, who 
is also DX oriented, says “thanks again for your unequalled 
good work” in doing the “Atlas.” David Misek, with his order 
for seven writes, “Thank you for a very unique and usefut 
handbook. Please keep them coming.” 

Joining the club is James J. Nahirniak with news from 
the Detroit area. He reports that both CBEE 88.1 Chatham 
and CBEG 90.3 Sarnia no longer get out they way they did 
with their former frequencies. “My guess is that they cut 
power, which was more than necesary to cover the area 
between 93.5 London and 1550 AM Windsor with a mono 
signal.” And he says WKSG 102.7 Mount Clemens has 
anndsaced a new contest, giving avay money when they move 
to their new taller tower, which was to have happened by 
now, 

Another recent club joiner is Jeff Lewis, who says the 
new Tulsa master FM tower for the Class C stations should be 
in use about Labor Day. It is located near the Arkansas River 
(pronounced Ar-kan-saw in Oklahoma; Ar-KAN-zas in 
Kansas), north of Sand Springs OK. This is expected to cut 
down on severe cross-modulation that presently exists from 
the tower sites in downtown Tulsa. The river is pronounced in 
Kansas like the city is, “Ar-KAN-zas” City, which is home to 
one of the nation’s last 100-watt AM radio stations, KSOK. 
Fred McCormack heard KUT 90.5 Austin TX, ‘but they 
seemed to identify as KUTA.” ?—ed. Fred says KKLT East 
Grand Forks ND hasa fine stereo signal where he lives, on its 
new 104.3 frequency. 

One of the Wisconsin Public Radio engineers, Bill 
Fletcher: “I am looking forward to paging through the new 
Atlas. As you know, I’ve subscribed for years and have never 
been disappointed.” 

“The overnite jock of NJ Trenton WPST 97.5 told” 
Paul Mount “‘the Fort Lee NJ translator is 5 watts, directional 
AWAY from NYC to serve Bergen County” And he sent a 
WBRS Waltham news- 
letter, saying WBRS” 
move from *91.7 to 
*100.1 is imminent. He 
wondered why I should 
list stations moving 
frequencies before such 
moves take place, and 
for ten-watt stations like 
WBRS, I assume their 
coverage and operating hours are so minimal, I’ll go ahead and 
show them with the new facility. As it is, my book is coming 
out during the early summer when most school stations are 
off the air, and by the time they return to the air in the fall, 
my publication and their new operation should coincide. Of 
course, in the commercial band, there are anamolies, like 
KHLS Blytheville AR moving to 96.3 and the Indiana 
frequency shiftings that lasted over several years and just now 
resolved in favor of the way my book shows. 

John M. Adams sent articles on how KCMS and 
KPDQ-FM are trying to improve their service in coastal areas 
of Washington and Oregon, and the new translators will be 
fed from a distribution point known as “Kayo Point,” 
between Astoria OR and Tacoma WA. I'll keep you posted on 
any new translators in the area, as they are granted. On the 
question of Daylight Saving Time, John heard the Atlantic 
Time Zone part of Quebec doesn’t observe it. In Mexico he 
claims Baja CA Norte observes PDT in the summer, and 
thinks much of the rest of the country also observes daylight 
saving time. WRTVH shows St. Pierre and Miquelon 
observing UTC-3 (one half hour ahead of Newfoundland 
Time) the year around, while Rand McNally has it in Atlantic 
Standard Time. 

Robert Grant sent FM news from Detroit and noted 
that “while putting an old FM converter on a friend’s AM car 
radio I noticed I could hear SCA by tuning off to 67 kHz 
either side of the carrier of the converter output . I wonder if 
anyone else has tried this SCApproach?”

George Nileon sent me a few letters with 
articles during the past month. In an earlier 
etter he wrote that \WJV, ch. 66 in Marlbor- 
ough, MA, had been doing so poorly in its 
ratings with solid video music that it went to 
Syndicated programs during the evening hours. 
Also, that the station signed off at midmight 
instead of staying on all night. But in the 
Most recent letter he included this article 
from the 6/3/86 Boston Globe. "WVJV-TV, Caan- 
mel 66, went back to a music video format last 
night, as the station's experiment in local 
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programming failed to generate the ratings 
power necessary to sustain ‘Boston Tonight! 
and 'Boston Sportsbeat.' About 30 people 
working on the two programs were laid off. 
According to Arnie Ginsburg, general manager 
of Channel 66, 'The ratings were not signifi- 
cant enough to carry the programs into the 
summer season.'! Channel 66 executives were 
hoping for at least a 1 rating and had esti- 
mated that a 2 was necessary to turn a pro- 
fir. But in the recently completed May 
sweeps, the station received mostly hash 
marks, representative of an audience too smail 
to measure under 10,000 households." "!Vith 
the advertising tied to the ratings, it became 
too expensive to do these shows. Perhaps 
we've established ourselves so much as the 
video station that it might have made it more 
difficult for us to do other kinds of program 
minge'" Maybe they're too busy trying to 
establish themselves as a Boston station. 

A few articles deal with the sale of several 
Boston télevision stations, The 5/13 Boston 
Globe's business section looks at two sides 
to owning a television station. It mentions 
the common statement in the broadcasting in- 
dustry, that owning a broadeast license is 
tantamount to owning a license to print money. 
But the other side of the story is that there 
are so many television stations on the air 
today that competition for advertising dol- 
lars and syndicated programs is so fierce 
that there are great risks in owning a sta~ 
tion license. For sale are: SBK-TV, a leader 
in the Boston market, for .,150 million. 
WXNE-TV, che 25, with good syndicated programs 
but no sports coverage, is up for .j50 million, 
Alas, poor QTV, ch. 68, with weak signal, 
worn-out programs and low ratings, failing to 
reach even one percent of the viewing audi- 
ence, is for sale at a cheap 4:10 million. 
WSBK-38 is for sale because its owner, Storer 
Communications, ran up a huge debt to block a 
hostile takeover bid, Christian Broadcasting 
Network is selling WANL~25, as well as other 
of its stations, in order to get out of the 
broadcasting business and concentrate on its 
cable operations, The 5/22 Globe reported 
that Lorimar Telepictures purchased WSBK-~35, 
along with four other stations, from Storer. 
Sources say Storer got close to its price. 

The Christian Science Monitor bought WQTV-68 
for 375 million, its first television station. 
It plans to eventually create a news and pub- 
lic affairs program. The news program would 
be more issue and trend oriented, and would 

be the home base for syndication. The sta-ion 
also expects to be more competitive in bidding 
for syndicated programs. 

Donald O. Harshall, who has worked at KRIV, 
ch. 3 in Great Falls, Mf, gives more informa~ 
tion about K7SAH, which was mentioned in the 
May VUD, "I have worked here for 9 years. 
K78AH has been translating our signal since 
I've been here and according to our chief 
years before that. KRTV built its om trans- 
lator a couple of years ago. On channel 48 
(K48AT). Due to some technical problems with 
channel 48 we were on both channel 48-78 for 
some years, liow that the problems with channel 
48 have been corrected we're only on channel

48 now. K7SAH now has PBS on, K7&AH and 

K48AIL are both on top of the Sweetgrass Hills. 
I believe the top is about 7,999 feet. S4SAI 
uses a 1 kw transmitter and about 11,000 watts 
wRP, It serves northern MT and parts of south- 
ern Alberta.

Michael Parks writes, "KTMA-23 has been 
sold." That KTMA-TV, Minneapolis, MN. 

"KTMA's owner, United Cable Television Corpe, 
of Denver, was offered almost i317 millionse. 
by K-Twin Communications, even though it has 
failed to show up in local mtings surveys. 
X-Twin is the company that has programmed the 
station with jazz and pop music videos since 
it went on the selling block last September." 
"United Cable..eaccepted the bid of Atlanta 
Television Associates ...for about 2 mil- 
lion, The Atlanta company is headed by id 
Herlihy..egeneral manager of Atlanta's 

WATL-TV until it was sold last summer," "Her- 
lihy...apparently plans to structure KTHA to 
go head-to-head with KMSP=9, KITN-29, and 
KXLI~41. He has bought some old Paramount 
movies and is negotiating with distributors to 
buy other syndicated programs. According to 
reports circulating among Twin Cities TV sta- 
tions, he has been telling people that he will 
take control of KTMA in July." "The present 
format leaves a lot to be desired. I got more 
enjoyment out of watching their suppressed 
syne stripe whip back and forth across the 
screen." 

"KPTM-42 in Omaha is on the air. I haven't 
seen them yet, but I just got the Nebraska 
edition of last week's TV Guide and they are 
listed. Their ads claim that they are broad- 
casting in stereo. It also reads, ‘How to 
tune channel 42: Turn your VHF dial to UHF, 
and turn your UHF dial to 42.' How mformative! 
What if you're unfortunate enough to have one 
of those 'old-fashioned' TV's with those 10 
numbered push buttons?" "They are another 
typical indie with syndicated re-runs and 
movies, I have included their schedule..." 
The schedule includes ten solid hours of 
Cinema 42 on Sundays. No news programs or 
sports, None of the satellite-fed syndicated 
programs, Tue only current syndicated programs 
are Carson's Classics, lots of cartoons, and 
two weekly religious programs. The rest are 
old network programs. 

"YGBA-26, Green Bay, sometimes lists four 
xitrs along with their ID, It's too weak to 
make out the calls or locations though. Do 
you know anything about these?" Nothing. 
Maybe Bill Draeb or Nate Ely can help out on 
that. "Max Engel asked about the channel 17 
‘Great Entertainer' logo on the March 1986 
cover, That's KCBR (now KDSM) in Des Moines. 
I haven't seen them since they changed calls 
so I don't know if they still use that phrase 
or not." 

Local notes from Robert Grant in Detroit. 
(You know, maybe I should identify where some 
of these reporters are from.) WJBK-TV, che 2 
has been sold, but no cnanges are planned. 
WGPR-TV, ch. 62 is on sale for .'17 million. 
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"The station has never wade a mark on the 
market." (hy should they? That's German 
money!) "seeand the leader of the group that 
owns it has died, sending the question of who 
runs it into a shambles," Robert reports 
that WAQP, che 49 in Saginaw, MI, is on the 
air with religious programs, WIHT, ch» 317 in 
Ann Arbor, MI, is no longer STV, but now has 
Dr. Gene Scott instead. WBNX-TV, ch. 55 in 
Akron, CH, is on with "old programming and 
plain still graphics, The least equipped of 
the area's independents." I assume you mean 
no computer-generated logo's floating across 
the screen. "Nu Ohio UF's are asking viewers 
to pester cable companies into carrying them, 
apparently the 3 network VEF's are the only 
non-satsllite stations being carried by cable 
systems in the Cleveland area." Stereo audio 
reported by Robert: WKYC=3, WDIV-4, WIOL-i1, 
HOIO=19, and WNOLR38. Robert also reports 
that "VeA=52" means more specifically "see 
52" rather than "look at 52." 

Also, some nformation Robert gathered from 
a Mexican newspaper in the beal library. 
Televisa ch. 8 network is no more, being 
replaced by XEQ che 9 network. The government 
run IMEVISION has two commercial networks: 

7 and 13, and educational 22 in D.F. only. 
dueational 11 is run by the National Poly- 
technical Institute and something called 
4S, 8.P." The word "RED" is replacing the 
word "CADENA" (chain). Satellite antenna 
dealers are selling the Videocipher II, not 
yet available in the United States. Hobert 
saw plenty of BESTA VCR advertisements, but 
no VHS, suggesting that maybe BETA is the 
predominant VCK format in Hexico. Hexico 
City Cablevision carries ABC, CBS and NBC, 
according to advertisements that are still 
written in Spanish. Are they dubbing Ameri- 
can network programs into Spanish, or are 
they airing them in English? 

Bill Draeb of Kewaunee, WI, clarifies that 
WSCO, che 14 in Suring, WI, is operating at 
30-20% of its authorized 200 kw ERP, not of 
the maximum power allowed for UNF-TV. "This 
was a month or so ago when their klystron 
tube was giving them problems with an inter- 
nal short. They now have a new one installed 
and are back up to 200 kw again. It amazes 
me how they keep that station on the air. 
They say they need .315,000 a month for opera- 
ting expenses to continue their present hour- 
ly scheduleseee Yet on their semiannual 
‘shareathons! they raise anywhere from 1/3 to 
1/2 of that for operating (per month,)" "One 
viewer asked how the station could stay on 
without meeting its anticipated pledge goals. 
The station manager who read the letter said 
that 'God has povided! to make up the defi- 
cit. Now, I'm sure he did but why can't he 
say exactly where the extra funds came fron? 
dither they have enough to operate with or 
the 15,000 a month operating budget is ine 
fited." Most likely the rest of the money 
comes from advertising, or from religious 
broadcasters paying to have their programs 
aired. Haybe the station rents out its faci- 
lities or equipment. 

"Local WXGZ-32 is broadcasting with stereo 
audio. The first station in the area that I 
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know of who has started. Also, on p. 20 of 
the VUD in your column I noticed an error. 

In the statistics for WDKY-56 Danville KY I 
see their xmtr is supposed to be 1.75 miles 
south of Orion IL? Orion IL is near Rock Is~ 
land IL and I would suspect the statistics 
you have are for KLJB-18 in Moline J11." Yes, 
you're right, except that KLJB is Davenport, 
TA. The correct data for WDKY-TV is as fol- 
lows: 4570 kw max ERP; 1150! AAT/1043' AG/ 
1958' ASL; TL approximately 3 miles southeast 
of High Beidge at the bend in Kentucky River; 
coordinates 37°47118"/84°40'49". 

Lots of local news from Frank Aden in Boise 
ID, There has been no news at all in the 
past year about KWHP, che 14 in Boise, ever 
since the Idaho Statesman carried an article 
about a dispute over who owns the construc- 
tion permit. Channel 9 in Caldwell ID owners 
have changed their name from Canyon Gommuni- 
cations to TRC Communications, and are about 
ready to begin construction on Deer Point. 


"If so, why hasn't there been a call announ- 
ced for them?" Because Cascade Broadcasting 
took their opposition to the CP grant to the 
FCC Review Board, which backed up the initial 
decision last fall. Cascade still has the 
option of appealing to the FCC itself. "They 
are supposed to be planning a religious and 
Hispanic format." 

On KMCV, che 20 in Idahy Falls, “a FCC re 
lease appeared that che 20 was dismissed but 
a few weeks later a change of facilities was 
granted to the application. When the first 
release appeared on ch. 20 I called the own~ 
er, Matlock Communications (a Boise based 
publishing co.) but they refused to give out 
any information on KNGVeee(even after I told 
them this information has to be in their pub- 
lic file.) Looking up from my records, I 
find that the FCC did dismiss Matlock's ap- 
plication on February 15, 1985. Evidently it 
was reinstated, because a construction permit 
was granted a few months later. I don't see 
any indication of a change in facilities, 
however. 


"KMVT che 11, Twin Falls is now CBS," 

"ch. 35, (offset ?), is an application by 
Ambassador Media Corpse" There is no ech 35 
assignment that I see in Idaho; That appli- 
cation is probably to add 35 in Twin Falls to 
the table of assignments. They probably want 
to construct a satellite of KPVI, ch. 6 in 
Pocatello. 

LPTV news: "Boise has one on the air, 14723 
with lkw & is a sat. of Trinity. It came on 
just a few weeks ago & caught everybody off 
guard as I never even saw an application for 
it." "Burley, last yeat the Idaho Statesman 
Tan a story about the LPTV for channel 2 to 
be called 'TV2", I wrote the Burley Chamber 
of Commerce to see if there had been any dem 
velopments 2 they report no news on any of 
the LPIVs. They are obviously upset over not 
being able to give any details on the che 2 
LPTV as the people behind it can not be loca- 
ted. I wonder if it nas been celeted? Letters 
to the CofCs in Council, Grangeville, Hont~ 
pelier, & Osburn have been sent & so far no 
answers." Maybe you should tell them you 
have friends in those towns who are regist~ 
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ered voters. "Robert Williams has not report= 
ed seeing any new LPTV's so far in Twin 
Falise" 

UMOUNTAIN TV NETWORK=TI believe this is 
owned by Matlock CommunicationSese. I base my 
assumption on the article that appeared in the 
Idaho Statesman last year avout the dispute on 
KWHP. It said Hatlock is planning to use 
Che 14 as the key station in a regional net- 
work with other full power stations in ID, O02 
& HI connected by microwave with smaller re- 
peater stations in the smaller towns," I do 
not know of any ownership connection between 
the two, but Matlock had applied for several 
stations. He lost out in Cedar City and Logan, 
UT, but won CPs in La Grande, OR (KMHO16) 
and Vernal UT (KOTT+6). He also won in Spo- 
kane, WA, but that CP was cancelled when he 
took too long building the stations 

"Your WIFDA TRAUSLATOR-LPTV LIST shows a 
translator for ch. 66, K60CH, sat. of WDLI, I 
do not have any listing for JDLI but suspect 
it is a PTL or other type main station." 
Correct. WDLI, che 17 in Canton, Oil, is part 
of the PTL network. 

"The translators in Garden Valley & Fair~ 
field ID are on the air as with K135T in 
Boise (transmitter is on a downtown bldg.)" 
"¥61CL Vancouver WA (FCC told me it is lic- 
ensed to Camas VA) is a sat. of PTL." “One 
of the local broadcast engineers I get a lot 
of news from insists that all translators 
above che 69 were to be moved to lower chan- 
nels yet I see in the WIFDA TRANSLATOR-LPTV 
STATION LIST that original channels ‘70+ are 
allowed to stay where they are." They are 
allowed to stay there since they are grand- 
fathered, but the FCC has been encouraging 
them to drop down to the lower channels. Of 
course once they drop down, they are in dan 
ger of getting wiped out when a broadcast 
station comes on the air. Many translators 
have taken the dive, but others haven't, In 
some cases there are no available channels 
for them to switch to. 

John F, Zeis (uxton PA) writes, "WIVE ch.51 
Reading: saw a promo 2 June indicating im 
proved programming and technical facilities 
(cp for 300 fo ant height inercase) coming 
soone Hentioned possibility of some off the 
air periods, Since the STV barker has been 
dropped, I assumed STV operations will end. 
However, a call to the station indicated STV 
will continue, but there will be more hours 
of unserambled programminc, J/TGL ch 61 Vilm 
ington: no sign of testing yet.Called station 
and was told operations will begin no later 
than 21 July. Statement was ‘Everything in 
place, but must be checked out!. Baltimore: 
WIL che24 has replaced WNUV ch.54 as the 
strongest UHF signal here. Always watchable 
and often snow free, Signal usually about #6 
dB better than VNUV. Somewnat surprising 
since the che 24 ant is mounted about 75 feet 
below the ch 54 ant on the south side of the 
tower. Also the che24 iP is lover, 1320 kw 
vs £645 kwe" “7 are about the sane here. 
"Chs 45 and 67 are much weaker, Yo not under- 
stand 45's planned change. voving from the 
UNF to the VHF antenna farm with reduced 
power and tower height."

From Patrick Durkin, "Since you've men- 
tioned our local UHF independent station, 
KXLI-41, often in your colum, I thought 
you might be interested in the enclosed 
article ss.." The article, from the 5/19/86 
Minneapolis Star & Tri bune discussed mainly 
N. Walter Goins, the president and owner of 
KXLI-TV in St. Cloud. But there is infor- 
ma tion about the station also. "Channel 41 
programs are directed to viewers in Stearns, 
Sherburne and Benton counties.

"Channel 41 also broadcasts a he avy dose of 
agribusiness news. Goins says there's an 
audience for it." "'We take a very specific 
interest in trying to put out the news every 
night from St. Cloud - at least Monday through 
Friday ~ at 10 peu. that has a segment that 
deals with agribusiness.' With that strategy 
Goins expects to attract viewers in WCCO's an 
KSTP's stronghold and those of the revised and 
surging WUSA Channel 11. He knows that chan- 
nels 4 and 5, in particular, pose threats in 
his main viewing markets." “While Stanley 
Hubbard, president of Hubbard Broadcasting, 
lauds his former emplouee's efforts at Channel 
41, he foresees ‘an uphill battie' for the 
operation. ‘It's born to lose,' Hubbard said. 
'The majors have 80 or 90 percent of the mar- 
ket and he's on the fringe of the market.’ To 
add to channel 41's shortcomings, Hubbard 
said, 'It's a UHF station in a market not 
ideally suited for UHF.' He said UHF stations 
have limited range and that they perform 
better in flat areas without hills and foliag 
to impede the signal.

Jim Korn sent an article from the 5/9/86 
whatever, written by local columnist Bill 
Mann, about KTSF-TV, ch. 26 in San Francisco. 
"You could make a pretty good case that 
KISF-TV is the most interesting TV station in 
the Bay Area. For one thing, “TSF is the only 
station here omed by a woman. (Peninsula 
resident Lillian liowell, heiress to an are- 
welding fortune, of all things). And though 
KTSF is one of the nine largest hielsen-rated 
stations, you may not have heard of it—-un+ 
less you're Asian. Plus, Channel 26 is no 
longer a subseription-TV (ar STV) station, 
with scrambled, often risque movies.

John Combs writes, "Good job on the 2-6 
lists. Is that the first installment of your 
proposed station list?

Then I plan to get on with the Canadian list 
and the rest of the North American countries.

Tom Yingling sent an article from the 5/29 
Baltimore Sun. A.S. Abell Company, owner of 
WMAR-TV in Baltimore, is selling the station 
to Times Mirror Company, along with VRLiH, 
che 35 in Richmond, VA. “Channel 2 has been 
the third-rated station in Baltimore in most 
important programming areas for more than a 
decade. It has consistently trailed its com 
petition at JZ and wBAL in local news rat- 
ings, the key profit center for any local TV 
operation. ‘That failure led to the station 
being dropped by its original network partner 
CBS, in 1981. Rut Channel 2 has made signifi- 
cant improvement in recent months, especially 
with its 5 p.m. newscast and its late-evening 
and late-nivht programming. The station has 
also benefited from the ascension of BC in 
prime time." Back in 1961 the story was that 
CBS dropped WiIAR2 because “HAR frequently 
pre-empted network programs for Baltimore 
Orioles games, fund-raisers, and local inter- 
est programming, But it's ironic, that APLAR 
was Left “cursed with WBC affiliation back 
then, and now NBC is at the top. 

Also from Tom, the 3/30 News American gives 
a picture of independent television in Yalti~ 
more. "Once upon a time (from 1971 to 1982), 
Baltimore had just one major TV station not 
affiliated with one of the big-three net- 
works: J3FF, Channel 45. Capt. Chesapeake, 
tired reruns, and an air conditioner that 
hummed loudly during news broadcasts were 
fixtures at the station, notable for its 
lackluster image. Until 1985, that is, when

(sic) granted to a group called Jesus Lives 
Inc. and later transferred to Look and Live 
Ministry. Neither group could come up with 
the money to put the station on the air, so 
the license (sic) was sold again, to Family 
Media Groupeee.” "Family Media is marketing 
WKIL as a totally commercial operation, 
though the station has a number of religious 
shows (and religious c.mmercials) and plans 
to increase its gospel fare in the future." 
“There's no doubt that increased competition 
has drawn quick response from WBFF, Kobert 

L. Simmons, vice president of sales, down- 
plays the idea that WBFF is reacting to the 
competitors, but admits that his station 
began a major improvement campaign last fall. 

Wek. McIntosh sent in a few articles, From 
the 5/15/86 Los Angeles Times: There have 
been three lawsuits in the past two years 
by former sales representatives against KDOC, 
channel 56 in Anaheim, CA. The suits claim 
that general manager Michael Volpe had told 
them to give false and misleading information, 
to prospective sponsors about viewer rat- 
ings. 

From the 5/10 Times: The Spanish Interna- 
tional Communications Corporation was told by 
an FCC administrative law judge that it had 
to sell its five television stations. Sale 
of these stations would resolve accusations 
that they are under foreign influence and 
fighting by stockholders over profits and 
policies. A group led by A. Jerrold Perenchio 
and including John Gavin, departing ambassa- 
dor to Mexico, is planning to make a bid for 
the stations, according to the 5/28 Times. 

In the 5/22 Times: Lorimar Telepictures 
confirmed that it paid .31.85 billion for 
six TV stations owned by Storer Communica- 
tions and one station owned by Vometco 
Broadcasting in Florida. This will make a 
total of 12 stations, the maximum allowed 
by the FCC, to be owned by Lorimar. 

The 5/7 Los Angeles Times mentions the fac 
that there are two foreign-language stations 
in that area that have been accused of fore- 
ign influence. There is Kak, ch. 34, the 
SIN station, and also KSCI, & 18 in San 
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Bernardino, which the Korean-American Free 
Press had accused of failing to identify the 
South Korean government as the sponsor of 
sone of its programming. 

lastly, also from the 5/7 Times: Finally it 
seems as if a fourth commercial television 
network is going to get off the ground to 
compete with the big three. Fox has the 
production facilities of the Twentieth Cen- 
tury Fox Studios, and now has several telo- 
vision stations that cover 22% of the popula- 
tion of the United States. There are also 
many independent stations around the nation 
that could affiliate with Fox. One big boon 
for Fox is the acquisition of Joan Rivers, 
former substitute for Johnny Carson on the 
Tonight Show, and who has recently been more 
popular than Carson on that show. Rivers 
will be doing a similar late-night talk show 
to compete directly with Carson, Fox doesn't 
plan to sign up independent stations for 
the new program alone, Several hours of other 
programs will be connected as part of the 
deal. 

Paul Gaines sent in several clippings. One, 
if you haven't noticed, mentions the new logo 
for NBC. NBC dumped the big "N" that caused 
them some eubarrassment a few years ago when 
it was learned that Nebraska Public Television 
had been using the very same logo, designed 
for them at a mere fraction of the price 
WBC paid for theirs. The peacock lost a few 
feathers, having only six remaining, repre- 
senting six divisions within the netowrk. 

The peacock is also looking in the opposite 
direction, 

The 5/23 Detroit Free Press estimates the 
price of WJBK-TV ch. 2, one of the stations 
to be purchased by Lorimar, at about.180 to 
205 million, 

The 5/12 Detroit News mentions that Channel 
20 and Channel 50 are both interested in the 
idea of becoming the local affiliate of the 
new Fox network. The fourth network will be 
known as Fox Broadcasting Company (FBC), is 
being launched by Rupert Murdoch, and already 
has one prime time program in the works: Down 
and Out in Beverly Hills, based on the movie. 
Fox hopes to add enough affiliates to reach 

% of the country. The possibility of a 
weekly prime time movie is also being consid- 
ered, 

From another article: ABC News is laying off 
producers, writers, and other employees from 
its staff. About 75 employees will be laid 
off in anticipation of cutbacks which may be 
imposed by Capital Cities Communications, 
which had recently purchased ABC. 

A few small items from the 5/22 Detroit Free 
Press: Ted Turner plans to begin scrambling 
WIBS, CNN, and CNN Headline News as of July 
first, and will charge satellite dish omers 

25 a year. Also, Turner is upset with 
Nielsen Ratings. Despite the fact that they 
report him as the top-rated basic cable ser- 
vice and still gaining viewers, he insists 
that lielsen fails to include VCR homes, 
where viewers can record his station and watch 
the programs at a later time. 

Gregory Monti of Arlington, VA sent a copy 
of a manifesto, claiming to be written by 


the notorious Captain Midnight. There have 
been Captain iMidnights around for decades, 
and nobody really has the right to claim sole 
use of the name. This captain Midnight is 
taking aim at the cable companies, unlike the 
recent one which attacked satellite-feed 
cablecasters who scramble their signals. I 
would quote some of it if any of it made 
sense, which it does not. But C.M, seems to 
be threatening to introduce a fifth netwark, 
BPI-TV (Better Program Interception), which 
it will beam toexisting cable systems with 
sophisticated equipment that will be impos- 
sible to locate or disarm. The signals will 
be unannounced. 

Bruce Mlving sent a copy of the 5/2/86 
Public Broadcasting Report, which includes 
some of the recent debates at the PTV meeting 
‘on April 26. In 1984 the FCC liberalized 
guidelines on underwriting noncommercial sta- 
tions, leaving it up to the individual sta- 
tion how to define underwriting, thus giving 
each station the freedom to accept enhanced 
underwriting to the extent that if feels is 
allowed. But forces in PTV urge a single 
means of defining the term, bringing the 
many PBS stations under the «ontrol of PBS 
with respect to advertising. Thore are 
fears that noncommercial television is slow 
ly oozing into commercialism, National unm 
der writers are concerned about the fact 
they they get only a brief mention, whereas 
enhanced underwriters get more time to adver- 
tise their products while donating less to 
the station, lational underwriters are as a 
result drifting away from public TV. 

FCC Commissioner Quello spoke before the 
PTV convention blasting one key point of the 
proposed compromise by broadeasters nd cabie 
interests for the proposed must—carry rule. 
It was agreed that a station must have a 2% 
rating, 54 cumulative audience incounties 
it serves in order to be considered manda- 
tory. In other words, PBS stations won't 
have enough viewers to qualify them as must- 
carry stations. 

Also in the Public Broadcasting Report: 
KAWE, che 9 in Bemidji, MN, is planning to 
construct a satellite station in Brainerd, 
Minnesota, which has no nearby PBS station. 
They hope to have the station operating in 
the fall of 1987. 

Lastly, news from my area. Very little to 
report. As was said already, WIGI, ch. 61 
in Wilmington, is still not on the air. 

The Philadelphia Inquirer, repeating the 
same story about the Fox lietwork as was told 
already, adds that WPHL-17 and WGBS—57 have 
both expressed interest in becoming affili- 
ates of Fox Broadcasting Company.

All DXers are invited to the Worldwide TV-FM DX Association’s Eighteenth annual gettogether, 
in the scenic Chautauqua County region of southwestern New York State. Chautauqua County 
has been rated one of the best areas of the Northeast U.S. for VHF and UHF tropo DX by 
amateur radio enthusiasts as well as TV. FM, and VHF utility DXers. The rolling foothills dt 
the Appalachians meet the shores of the Great Laltes here, and much of the area literally looks 
out into the Midwest. Normal conditions on the bands in this area often amaze visitors from 
the flatlands--it doesn’t take much for a long haul tropo path to open up. This is also a resort 
area, with plenty to see and do for everyone. AS well as being less than two hours from the 
-_ adian vorder, the area is easily accessible via interstate 90 exit 60 at Dunkirk, NY (to 
Jamestown via NY Route 60? or via NY Route 17, New York State’s Southern Tier Expressway 
which runs from the New York City area to the Pennsylvania border near Erie. 


The convention site is the Lapinski estate, situated right outside Jamestown (Falconer, NY) 
near the top of one of the area‘s highest hills. In fact, it’s such a great site that the local 
cable-TV tower is situated nearby. Those who attended a previous WTFDA Jamestown outing 
were able to see signs of signals from both the Eastern Seaboard a>. <nio Valley regions, as 
well as Chicago, during the early morning hours. That happened with almost no significant 
tropo enhancement--imagine what the band might look and sound like if a major opening hits 
during this convention’ 


We'll be ready for any such openings! There will be very elaborate TY and FM DX systems in 
operation during the convention, including a 7 foot UHF dish 83 feet above ground (on a hillside 
{710 feet above sea level!) a horizontal high band VHF TV stack at 73 feet, a Channel Master 
Stereoprobe ? ithe famous model 4408) at 50 feet, and a low band TV stack at 40 feet.
